OPENING STATEMENT: 


Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Laura Haynes and Dinah Grote, along with, Lieutenant 
Fredericks, responded to the 800 block of West 136" Street, in the city of Compton, where 
Deputy John Werner had been involved in an on-duty shooting. 


Compton Station received a call of a felony hit and run, the suspect of which had hit 
several vehicles and fled in a white mini truck with “Hadley Towing” on the doors. Deputies 
later learned that the suspect, Mohamad Ahmad, had stolen the truck from the towing 
company and had embarked on a mission of ramming numerous citizens’ vehicles. 


Suspect Ahmad drove into a Compton residential neighborhood where he would identify 
citizens sitting in their vehicles, drive past them, and then stop in front of them. He would 
then put the truck into reverse and ram into their vehicles, demolition derby style. He did 
this to four different vehicles, at which point Compton — 00 n and 
was directed to the suspect's location by citizen witnesses. 


The suspect continued to drive through the streets of Compton with Deputy Ein 
pursuit. The suspect suddenly stopped the truck, put it into reverse, and rammed into the 
front of Mer r2 i0 car, leaving skid marks in the street as he accelerated 
backwards. The suspect would do this on two more occasions during the pursuit. 


IAB Note: Deputy 22273) was the active unit pursuing the 
suspect for most of the pursuit. Depu (285A) entered the 
pursuit, and assisted Deputy, at Tour minutes thirty five 
seconds after the start of the pursuit. The total time of the pursuit was 
five minutes thirty one seconds, for a total of two and three 

tenths of a mile. 


As the pursuit reached the area of 136" Street, two additional radio cars were staged on 
that street in the event the suspect fled on foot. The suspect turned the tow truck onto 
136" Street, saw the waiting radio cars, and accelerated directly toward them. The first 
radio car was able to swerve out of the suspect vehicle's path. The second radio car,

occupied by Deputies Werner and аш attempted to do the same by swerving all 
the way over to the left curb line of the street. The suspect swerved toward the radio car, 
coming directly at Deputy Werner who was in the passenger's seat. Deputy Werner fired 
one round from his Beretta, missing the suspect, but striking the driver's side of the tow 
truck. This caused the suspect to alter his path and he hit the front of Deputy Werner's 
radio car, then drove over the curb. 


The suspect vehicle traveled onto the sidewalk, around the radio car, and then went back 
into the street where it became disabled. The suspect refused to exit the vehicle willingly; 
however, deputies removed him from the truck by first tasing him, then taking him to the 
ground where he was successfully handcuffed. 


The suspect received several cuts to his face, possibly from punches the deputies used 
during the use of force. Additionally, several deputies saw blood on the suspect's face prior 
to his extraction from the vehicle, due to the numerous traffic collisions the suspect caused 
prior to the altercation with deputies. No deputies were injured. None of the citizen victims 
were seriously injured (Refer to Exhibit A, for first report.) 


IAB Note: Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks checked to see 
that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Holly Francisco, took reasonable steps to 
ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively 
consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, Internal Affairs Bureau 
Lieutenant Fredericks checked to see if the Watch Commander attempted to have 
involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor (Sergeant 
Rich Martinez) until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Werner: 


Deputy Werner was interviewed on November 11, 2010, at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
Offices by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Julia Kiser. He was represented by Debra 
Wadleigh of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Werner essentially told the same account as documented in his Supplemental 
report (Refer to Exhibit C). 


Deputy Werner was M е man, and his partner, Deputy — — | the driver. After 


responding to Depu assistance request, they positioned themselves оп136" 
Street, in an attempt to detain the suspect vehicle. Deputy Werner described the suspect 
vehicle accelerated toward another radio car, which was stopped slightly in front of theirs. 
As the suspect vehicle narrowly missed striking them, he then accelerated toward Deputy 
Werner's vehicle. Deputy ШИ turned the radio car away from the oncoming 
suspect vehicle. The suspect vehicle drove directly at the radio car and Deputy Werner 
fired one shot atthe suspect. The suspect vehicle continued driving, colliding with the front 
driver's side of the radio car, drove up over the residential curb, onto the grass area, then 
down the curb, into the street, eventually stopping due to the suspect vehicle becoming 
disabled. 
IAB Note: Deputy Werner said he was only able to shoot once due to the 
suspect's vehicle traveling past their radio car so quickly. He knew his 
backdrop was an open residential street, clear of civilians and other Deputy 
personnel. Deputy Werner described, “I remember seeing a big, white 
garage door and | could clearly see there was nobody, no civilians nothing 
out there, so it was totally clear. | vividly remember that white garage door 
right before | squeezed the trigger.” Deputy Werner said he shot through the

He observed a deputy with either his leg, or knee, on the suspect 
to prevent him from moving. Сери ДИ the suspect was continually moving, 
disobeying commands from the deputies to stop fighting and put his hands behind his 
back. 


Оериу 8-20 he retrieved his handcuffs, and handcuffed the suspect's right hand, 
with the assistance of another deputy, unknown which one. Deputy i ried to put the 
suspect's hand behind his back, realizing the suspect was extremely large, Depu 
retrieved his second set of handcuffs, attached them to the first set, and handcuffed the 
suspect's left hand. 


Deputy MR stimate from the time he approached the suspect's vehicle, to the time 
the suspect was handcuffed was less than a minute. 


Оер У WM not recall specific deputies and their use of force. He did recall seeing 
the Taser in "someone's" hand while the suspect was on the ground. 


Deputy [vas not injured from the incident. 


IAB Note: Оер! Ж ә» telephonically interviewed regarding if he 
specifically saw or heard the Deputy Involved Shooting. He told Sergeant 
Haynes he did not see or hear the Deputy Involved Shooting. He said he was 
surprised a shooting had even occurred, and learned of the shooting only 
after the suspect was handcuffed. 


Sergeant Arreseigor was interviewed on October 22, 2010, at the Compton Sheriff 
Station, by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Dinah Grote. She was given the 
opportunity to have a representative present for the interview, but she declined. 


Sergeant Arreseigor essentially told the same account as documented in her Supplemental 
Report (Refer to Exhibit K). 


Sergeant Arreseigor said during her IAB interview, she responded to the emergent traffic 


of deputy involved in a pursuit after a “Hadley” tow truck deliberatel rammed the deputy's 
radio car on three separate occasions. After observing Deputy 28273) and Deputy 
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285) pursuing the suspect vehicle, she blocked the intersection then continued to 
e terminus of the pursuit on 136" Street and Bandera. Due to the pursuit traveling 
through residential streets, and speeds between 35 to 45 mph, Sergeant Arreseigor said 
when she arrived at the terminus of the pursuit, deputies were already at the driver's side 
door of the suspect vehicle. Sergeant Arreseigor said she directed deputies to deploy the 
Taser, then heard the Taser activated by the, "Tick, tick, tick, tick, and | keep, there was 
nothing, he was fighting them and he was still punching them." She could see the suspect 
still seated in the driver's seat, punching at deputies through the window, and moving 
around. It appeared to Sergeant Arreseigor the suspect was attempting to drive away from 
the deputies, although the truck wasn't moving. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Arreseigor said she recalled directing deputies to deploy 
the Taser, but was unsure if the Taser was already deployed prior to her 
arrival. 


As the suspect continued punching toward the deputies, Sergeant Arreseigor directed the 
deputies to open the truck door and get the suspect out. She said, "He was still flailing his 
arms wildly, hitting the deputies. | couldn't see what he was doing with, with, his hands at 
that point, because this was now seconds are going by, his hands are going from wildly 
punching the deputies to reaching around and fumbling around in, in the car." She said 
there were crowbars in the cab of the truck and her concern was the suspect might have 
a weapon inside the cab of the truck, possibly arm himself and injure a deputy. 


Sergeant Arreseigor said Deputy NUN opened the truck door and pulled the suspect 
by the shirt on his shoulder and pulled him out of the truck, where he landed face down on 
the ground. "The guy was tucking his hands near his crotch and in his waistband." Once 
on the ground, the suspect kept his hands tucked underneath his body, occasionally 
bringing them out to swing at deputies, and trying to scoot his body underneath the truck. 


Sergeant Arreseigor cou Il how many deputies she saw at the time of the force, 
but remembered m о his ASP to strike the suspect once on his back to 
try and make the suspect stop fighting and give up his hands. She said a deputy, unknown 
which one was able to pull the suspect's right arm out from underneath his body, and then 
the left arm was freed, and the suspect was handcuffed. 


Sergeant Arreseigor said she was concentrating on the suspect, and although she knew 
several deputies were there, she saw Deputy MM se the ASP, and Depu 
whom she recalled next to her, kicking the suspect. 


Sergeant Arreseigor estimated the entire incident, from when she arrived to the suspect 
handcuffed was approximately one minute. 


Sergeant Arreseigor was asked if she saw or heard the deputy involved shooting, and she 


said she was not aware a shooting occurred until Deputy Werner told her he had shot at 
the suspect when he crashed into their radio car. 
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EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deput vas interviewed on November 11, 2010, atthe Internal Affairs Bureau 
Offices by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Julia Kiser. He was represented by Debra 
Wadleigh of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy АЙ told the same account as documented in his Supplemental 
Report (Refer to Exhibit D). 


рери said during his IAB interview, he and his partner Deputy Werner, who 
was book man that day, heard emergent traffic transmitted of deputy intentionally rammed 
by a truck. When they responded to the direction of the pursuit they initially were going to 
assist, but got cut off by a civilian vehicle and cancelled their involvement. The deputies 
responded to a street they believed would be beneficial to set up on in case the suspect 
abandoned his vehicle and went on foot. 


Deputy HEB. "We're anticipating a containment so we pick a spot, once we 
stop, which I believe was 136" and Stockwell. We approach mid block, there's another unit 
maybe about four or five car lengths ahead of us, and at that point we're stopped, and next 
thing we know here comes the suspect vehicle, he's coming towards us.” The suspect 
vehicle approached the other unit and swerved away from them, now driving directly at 
Deputies Werner and 000 The suspect gunned the vehicle, attempting to crash 
into the deputies’ vehicle so Deputy| urned his radio car to the left to avoid a 
collision, when he heard a shot from Deputy Werner. The suspect vehicle collided into the 
deputies’ front left-hand side of the radio car at approximately 20 mph. Suspect Ahmad 
continued up and over the east curb line, drove on the sidewalk for several feet, then drove 
back off the curb where the suspect vehicle became disabled. 


Deputy ЕШШ: his mind set was, "This guy's already hit a civilian vehicle, he's 
rammed into our Deputy and now he's rammed into us, so this guy, he’s not going 
to stop. So we took that opportunity thinking that this guy we've got to =e him now.” The 


suspect continued rewving the engine in what appeared to Deputy s trying 
to escape. Deputies Werner ond te their radio car and ran over to the 


suspect vehicle’s passenger side. The door was locked and the window was up. Realizing 
the suspect must be stopped, Depu old Deputy Werner to move out of the 
way. He deployed his expandable baton and shattered the passenger side window 
immediately ordering he suspect to, "turn off the car and exit the vehicle." The deputies 
saw the suspect, “manipulating the steering wheel, trying to get the ignition going." Deputy 
as thinking the suspect was not going to stop, when he saw Deputy Werner 
shoot the Taser gun at the suspect, who screamed, and started talking, "gibberish." He 
described the suspect was still moving, he was not immobilized, the Taser did not have an 
immediate effect as it has in the past when it has been deployed. Deputy 
noticed other deputies on the driver's side of the suspect vehicle pulling the suspect out 
of the vehicle. Deputy n Em by the time he ran over to the driver's side, the 
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suspect was already оп the ground. Не saw the suspect, "Still just fighting, moving his 
arms, flailing his arms." Deputy called that Deputy Werner Drive Stunned 
the suspect with the Taser. Additionally, Depu saw another Taser had been 
utilized, at the time he did not know by whom. Deputy said there were 
approximately fourto five deputies controlling the suspect, who was eventually handcuffed. 
Deputy MN NR not use force, nor assist in handcuffing, and other than the Taser, 
he did not recall which deputy used what force. 


Deputy M asked how long the incident lasted from the initial contact with the 
suspect at the vehicle, to the suspect's handcuffing, and he estimated approximately 35 
to 40 seconds. 


SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Ahmad was interviewed by Detective Serna of the Compton Sheriff Station, 
Detective Bureau (Refer to Exhibit N). 


Suspect Ahmad told Detective Serna he had permission to drive the,” Hadley” tow truck 
as he was going to a tow yard in Baldwin Park. While en route, he decided to buy some 
clothes in the city of Hawthorne, but ended up getting lost in the city of Compton. 


Suspect Ahmad said when the deputy attempted to pull him over, he thought he put his car 
in park but it was in reverse and he hit the front of the deputy's radio car. When asked why 
he left the scene and did not stay if it was only an accident, Suspect Ahmad said he 
panicked because he is on parole. Detective Serna asked the suspect prior to the traffic 
stop had he been in any other traffic collisions and he said no. 


Suspect Ahmad said once he drove down 136" Street, he saw two radio cars which he 
attempted to drive around. One of the radio cars deliberately collided into his driver's side 
door. When the suspect attempted to surrender, he put his hands up and saw the deputies 
with their guns pointed at him. The suspect said he panicked and tried to "push" the guns 
away. Suspect Ahmad denied resisting the deputies, and said he did not realize a deputy 
had fired a gun at him. 


Suspect Ahmad was interviewed at the Men's Central Jail on November 2, 2010, by 
Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Dinah Grote of the Internal Affairs Bureau. 


Suspect Ahmad was asked about his behavior on October 22, 2010, when Deputy Mi 
attempted to pull him over. Suspect Ahmad was unsure of exactly what happened. When 
he was asked specifics of his actions he denied ever disobeying deputies or rules and 
regulations. 


Suspect Ahmad denied ever intentionally ramming Deputy EE radio car on three 
separate occasions, or deliberately ramming civilians prior to the vehicle pursuit. Suspect 
Ahmad said when the deputy pulled him over he stopped immediately, then, “panicked” 
and drove away. 
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Suspect Ahmad was asked if he had permission to take the Toyota, Tacoma," Hadley" tow 
truck, he was driving home, and he said yes. He added he was a transient and his boss 
allowed him to use the truck as a place to sleep. 


IAB Note: The of “Hadley” tow truck company 2s 
contacted regarding the whereabouts of his tow truck the day of the incident. 
He told Compton desk personnel when he arrived to work the morning of 
October 22, 2010, at approximately 0700 hours, he saw one of his service 
trucks, License PF s by the airport and did not know why it was there. 
The service trucks at the tow company “GPS” tracking devices and are 
monitored from the tow truck office. Mr. old Compton desk personnel, 
the driver, Mohamad Ahmad, was on training, not yet an employee, and did 
not start his shift until 1000 hours that morning. Suspect Ahmad did not have 
permission to have the truck in his possession. 


IAB Note: МГ г additionally interviewed on August 2, 2011 
telephonically by Sergeant Laura Haynes. Mi eiterated the truck was 
stolen by Suspect Ahmad, and a report was filed with Whittier Police 
Department (Refer to Exhibit AA, copy of Whittier Police Department stolen 
truck report). 


IAB Note: Suspect Ahmad took no responsibility for his actions during this 


interview. During his court hearing on November 9, 2010, he apologized to 
the civilian victims and all deputies involved in this incident. 
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
